Jeffries or to have assisted him in it. 
The Swede worked on ranches in the 
neighborhood of Brighton. 
acquainted with him, and, it is thought, 
induced him to do the deed for all,or a 


portion of the several hundred dollars 
which, it is supposed, the woman kept: 


in the building. Early on the moraing 
of the murder the Swede was seen in: 
this city, spending money freely in a 
number of saloons, but later in the day 
he disappeared. It is now thought that 
he is on a ranch in Colusa county, where 
an officer from Maryswxile will yo. 

Clergyman Ferguson; who married 
Jeffries and Miss Avres, came up last 
night as a witness at the iuqnest. He 
was allowed to see Jeffries and said 
that with the exception that the man 
he married to Miss Ayres had a beard 
the prisoner filled the description.

The only other 
evidence was that given by Miss Cox, a 
friend and neighbor, of deceased, who 
testified that the latter told her she 
was the wife of Jeffries, and that they 
were married last January. 

The jury found that deceased came 
to her death from unknown causes. 

_Jeffries’s examination is set for to- 
morrow morning. It is not known 
whether or not much testimony will be 

taken, but he will no doubt be held for | 
trial. The latest’theory is that he em-.

“during the past week, not having yet 
holiday season. The chief feature has 
been an inquiry for country! acreage bv 
recent arrivals from the East. In many 
cases these investors find it hard to re- 
alize that the current prices asked for 
land in this section are, after all, rea-' 
sonable, though so much higher than 
_ the prices they have been accustomed 
toat home. The fact should not be 
overlooked that land is worth as much 
money as it will pay good interest upon. 
Fruit land in Southern California that 
will yield, after three years, a profit of 
$100 an‘acre, increasing up to $300 or 
more, should certainly be worth twice 
as much as wheat land in the Willamette 
an excellent profit. Yet good farming 
land in that valley is worth from $80 
..to $150 an acre, while plenty of land 
- adapted to all varieties of deciduous 
fruits may be had in Southern Califor- 
nia at those prices. 

It is a fact that, while distant pur- 
chasers sometimes dicker and waver on 
account of the prices asked for lands 
here, residents of Southern California 
are beginning to realize the true value 
of our soil. Quite a number of persons 
living in Los Angeles and other cities 
are acquiring fruit land and improving 
it gradually, so as to have an income 
‘property after a few years. Such in- 
vestments, which are better than sav- 
' ings bank deposits, would be multiplied 

were there more chances to buy such 
property on the instalment plan, the 
purchase price to include care of the 
orchards until they are in bearing. 

In California the law does not require 
that the full monetary consideration 
shall be mentioned in deeds convey ing 
real estate from one party to another. 
Owing to this oversight it is difticult to 


compute the. exact. amount of sales | 


which take place. lt is certainly much 
larger than the transfers: which are 
published, although the custom of giv- 
ing the full amofint of consideration is 
much more prevalent here than'in the 
northern part.of the State... 

The real estate transfers in Los <An- 
geles during 1892 compare remarkably 
with those of San Francisce- for 
the same period. Thomas Magee, one 
of the veteran real estate men of that 
city, places the actual aggregate sales 
in San Francisco for 1892 at $20,500,-

tions as they are given and omitting the 

-$3,500,000 trust deeds. Such a show-. 
ing is indeed very flattering to Los An- 

geles. The sales in San Francisco have 

fallen off rapidly during.the past two 
years, they having amounted to $27,- 

500,000 in 1891 and $36,500,000 in 

1890. The value of buildings erected 
there has also run down from $10,- 
667,495 in 1890 to $5,517,186 in 
1892. 

‘The incoming of Eastern capital and 
consequent‘lowering of interest is hav- 

ing the good effect of driving many in- 
vestors from mortgages to the purchase 
of property at a rate which will vield_ 
them a fair interest on the intestment. 
This class of buyerssmay be expected to 
figure moreand more in the market 
from nowon. The high prices which | 
have been reached by realty in San 
Francisco, which have staggered buy- 
ers, and compelled them to take ad- 
vantage of a. remunerative rate of inter- 
est at the savings banks, will also cause 
many investors in that city to turn their 
eyes ‘in this direction, where property is 
now at bedrock. The investor who buys 
_ judiciously in Los Angeles at the pres- 
time’ can. scarcely fail to make a 
large profit within a couple of years. 

The question of sites for manufac- 
turing enterprises has aroused much 
attention in Los Angeles during the 
past few weeks, efforts to establish a 
smelter and a packing-house within the 
city limits having been attended with 
much heated discussion, pro and con, 
while one woman has—unsuccessfull y.— 
tried through the cotrts to silence the 
big trip hammer of a local foundry. 

- For years past the press of Los An- 
geles has teemed with articles urging 
the importance of securing manufactur- 
‘ing enterprises in the city, a smelter 
_ being one of those most insisted upon. 
It is certainly unreasonable to suppose 
that manufacturing enterprises can be 
kept out of Los Angeles altogether on 
account of the objections of esthetic 
‘citizens who would like to. see this 
simply a city of beautiful homes. On 
the other hand, it is manifestly unjust 
todump a noisy and mcre or less ill- 
smelling factory in a residence section, 
thus largely depréciating values. This, 
however, has not been done. The sub- 
ject is acomplicated one; and needs to 
be handled with care. It-has been sug- 
gested that the Council should desig- 
nate some thinly settled portion of the 
city, of little account for residence pur- 
poses, within which permits for man- 
ufacturing enterprises involving noise, 
smoke and. .more or less. odor 
and dirt, will. be granted. Such 
_a section is that bounded by Third 
street, Alameda street, the southern 
city boundary and the river. It has the 
advantage of being close to two rail- 
roads. This district can never be ex- 
pected to rank as high, or even medium- 
priced residence property; a great 
proportion of it is at present vacant, 
and the concentration of manufactur- 
ing enterprises there would at once 
give it a positive and greatly increased 
value, not only for factories, but for 
the cottage residences of those who 
are obliged to live in the immediate vi- 
cinity of their work, 

. Another suggestion is for factories to 
locate just outside the city, on the 
south, where four lines of railroad are 
convenient. A pipe factory was located 
in that neighborhood several years ago. 
lf some public spirited citizens would 
subscribe sufficient money to purchasea 
tract of land at the low prices now

A CAVED-IN TUNNEL. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle it |. 


is learned that the Southern Pacitic 
Cémpany has a herculean task to per 


form on its Santa Cruz division as.a re-~ 


sult of the last heavy storm. It is 
nothing less than the rentoval of a large 
portion of the mountain over its tunnel 
at Wright’s station, at the summit and 


on the boundary line of Santa Cruzand 
the | 


Santa Clara counties. ring 
storm the mountain became’so’ satu- 
rated with water that the mass of earth 
pressing down upon the tunnel crushed 
the timbers and partially filled it. 

The principai break occurred about 
one hundred feet from the mouth of the 
tunnel, near the end at Wright’s sta- 
tion; and all efforts to brace the timbers 
and stop the sliding mass of earth have 

roved futile. Huge timbers 12x12 

nches square were put in. only to be 
crushed like pipestems, and no course 


. was left but to cut away all of the 


mountain over the collapsed tunnel. 
.The recent storm was the worst ever 
known in the Santa Cruz Mountains. 
The ground was thoroughly saturated 
and the earth was given such additional 


: weight that all the north. side of the 


‘mountain tumbled into the gulch be- 


neath Wright’s station. 


Superintendent Fillmore has had 250. 
men at work for two weeks cutting 
away the mountain; and he does not ex- 
pect to have enough of it. removed to 
insure safety in less than another month. 
How much longer the work-wiltl have to 
be continued remajns to be learned. As 
there is no way toget around the moun- 
tain it must be cut away or the road 
abandoned. No through trains can be 
run to Santa Cruz from San Frané@isco 
for over a month, and the road through 
the mountains is practically blocked. 
The tunnel is over oneand a half milesin 
length, and there is no way to transfer 
freight or passengers, so all travel to 
Santa Cruz must be over the broad- 
gauge line via Watsonville. 

From appearances the cut will only 
have to be made from the edge of the 
mountain to a place 120 feet into it. 
At this distance a clear crack 
seen inthe top of the mountain, and 
there is no appearance of a slide occur-— 
ing further toward the center of it. 
But this would leave a mass of earth 
200 feet high;60 feet wide and 120 


feet long to “be removed at the least 


calculation. Only about twenty or 
thirty feet of earth will be left on the 
top of the tunnel. When the collapse 
occurred the timbers of the tunnel, 
about one hundred feet from the north 
end, were broken and twisted out of 
shape, and the tunnel blocked with 
earth for several feet. The timbers 
for about fifty feet from the mouth 
were not badly injured, as they had 
been greatly strengthened a short time 
ago when a slide near the mouth. oc- 
curred. The mass is still slowly -set- 
tling, and being so wet is like water, 


apparently seeking a level in the gulch 


one hundred or two hundred feet below 
the tunnel. 

The tunnel known as No. 2 is one of 
the longest in the State, being one and 
five-eighth miles in length, and has al- 
ways been considered dangerous. 
When it was being cut through no less 
than fifty lives were lost by caves and 
other causes, but principally from ex- 
plosions of gas. There were twenty- 
two Chinese killed at one time, and the 
railroad people had much difficulty in 
getting men to work in the tunnel. 
Cornishmen, Irishmen, Italians and 
then Chinese were employed. Im- 
mense blowers were kept constantly at 
work supplying fresh air, but at times 
it became foul almost as soon as it left 
the pipes. Gas jets were kept burning 
in the tunnel for some time after its 
completion, but of late ae no acci- 
dents have happened.

Regulating the Sale of Fertilizers. 

Following is the text of the proposed 
act to regulate the manufacture and 
‘sale of fertilizers as sent to ‘the Cham- 
ber of Commerce: 


1. That every commercial fertilizer 
which shall be offered for sale in this State 
shall be accompanied by an analysis stating 
the 
equivalent in nitrogen; of potash in anv 
form or combination, soluble in distilled. | 


water; and of phosphoric acid in 
any form or combination; the __por-. 
tion of phosphoric acid soluble in 


distilled water; and that portion soluble 
in a neutral solution of citrate of ammonta, 
not exceeding 100° F.; and that portion of }. 
phosphoric.acid not soluble in either of the 
above-named fluids shall be determined 
separately, and the material from which 
the phosphoric acid is obtained shall also 
be stated; a legible statement of such an- 
alysis, together with the net weight of each 
package, shall accompany all.packages or 
rhs ad 100 pounds sold, offered or exposed 
or sale, 


2. Thatthe chemist of the College of 
Agriculture shall be the inspector of fer- 
tilizers; it shall be his duty to analyze one 
or more samples of every kind of commer- 
cial fertilizers coming within the provis- 
ions of this act, which may be offered for 
sale within the State, and of which he shall 
be informed. It shall also be his duty to 
publish,in a tabulated form, the results 
of his analyses, stating the name ot the 
manufacturer or manufacturers, the guar- 
anteed analyses of the manufacturer or 
manufacturers, and the per centages of 
plant foods found by the chemist in the 
samples apalyzed. 

_3.. That manufacturers, dealers and all 
persons interested may obtain an analysis 
by notifying the chemist of the College of 
Agriculture, upon which notification he 
shall be authorized. to analyze, at his dis- 
cretion, samples selected by himself, and 
to furnish certified copies of such analyses 
to the person on whose application they 
were made. ; 

4. That the chemist of the College of 
Agriculture shall receive for each certifi- 
cate of ahalysis made by him, upon the re- 
quest of manufacturers, dealers or other 

ersons interested, asum not to exceed $3 
or each determination, to be paid by the 
person applying therefor. 
That the sum of $1000 be and is 


chemist of the College of Agriculturé, to be 
axuianes as he shall deem fit for carrying 
out the provisions of this act. 
‘6. That any person selling, offering or 
exposing for sale any commercial fertil- 
izer, without the analysis required by the 
first section of this act, or with an analysis 
stating thatthe said fertilizer containsa 
large per centage of any one or more of 
the constituents mentioned in said first sec. 
tion than is contained therein, shall forfeit 
$50 for the first offense and $100 for each 
subsequent offense; provided, further, that 
the proyjsions of this section shall not ap- 
ply to ahy manure sold at a price not ex- 
ceeding 44 acent per pound.

Try it, 
not as a necessity, but-as an exercise. 
Get out every morning andwalk. Your 
feet should be shod with care. Wear 
old-fashioned army brogans or good. 
English walking shoes. Be sure to 
have room jn the shoes for each toe to

“2000 times in every mile, and a fold in 
the‘stockings no thicker than a horse- 
hair will cut into the skin during a long 
walk.

‘The lection of Police and Fire 
Commissionets. 


The Two Democratic Members of the 


. Old Fire Board Re-elected, 


But in the Police Board There Was | 


a Clean Sweep. 


}A Namber of Minor Appointments Also 


Made—An Opinion by the City At- 
torney on the Control of the 
Chain Gang. 


The City Council met yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock in adjourned session, 
with President Teed in the chair, and 
all members present except Councilman 
Gaffey, who is absent from the city. 

There were no communications from 
the Mayor. 

Councilman Strohm ed that from 
the present date until further orders 
the City Hall elevator be run contin- | 
uously from 8:30 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. on 
all days excepting Sundays and other 
holidays, which motion prevailed. 

CONTROL OF THE CHAIN GANG. 

City Attorney McFarland, in response 
to instructions received from the Coun- 
cil at their last meeting, as to whether 
or not the Park Commissioners had con- 
trol of the chain gang, sentin a lengthy 
report which outlined clearly the legal 
aspects of the case and throws much 
light on this much disputed point of 
controversy. The report is as follows: 

I find that the act of March 18, 1885 
commonly known as the ‘Whitney Act,’’ 
which provides for police courts in cities of 
this size, provides: ‘In all cases of im- 
-prisonment of persons convicted in the Po- 
lice Court of any offense committed in the 
city, the persons so to be imprisoned, or by 
or inance required to laber, shall be im- 
prisoned in the City Jail; or if required to 
labor, shall labor in the city. ” This act, as 
amended in March 31, 1891, also contains 
a like provision. 

Ordinance No. 180 of this city, approved 
‘All persons 
confined in the City Jail of the city of Los 
Angeles under a “judgment of imprison- 
‘ment rendered in a criminal action for vio- 
lation of ordinances in the city, shall be re-. 
quired to perform labor on the public 
works or ways of the city under the direc- 
tion of the overseer of the chain gang.”’ It 
also provides that ‘‘The Chief of Police 
shall cause as many of said prisoners as 
shall be deemed necessary to be put in 
charge of the overseer of the chain gang 
each day to perform such labor as the Su- 
perintendent of Streets may designate.” 

The act of March 14, 1889, creating 
boards of park commissioners, in provid- 
ing for the maintenance of. pnblic 
parks provides; ‘‘That prisoners over 
the age- of 21 years, .and sen- 
tenced to hard labor in any of the 
jails, prisons, houses of correction, work- 
houses or other penal establishment-of any 
such city. or city and county, may, upon. 
the request and requirements of the Board 
of Park Commissioners of such city 
or city and county, be put to work upon the 
parks and grounds which are under the 
control of such board.’ 

It will be observed that the act creating 
the Board of Park Commissioners provides 
that: ‘Prisoners sentenced to hard labor 
in any of the jails, prisons, houscs of correc- 
tion, workhouses-er other penal establishment 
of any such city or city and county, may, 
‘upon the request of the Park Commission- 
ers, be put to work upon the park grounds.”’ 
The word ‘may,’’ as herein, used should 
not be construed to mean “must’’ and 
‘‘shall,’’ unless it appears from this act that 
the Legislature intended that the provis- 
ions of this act were to control and govern 
the provisions of the -‘Whitney Act”’ in re- 
gard to prisoners being required to labor 
in the city. The word ‘‘may’’ is never con- 
strued in a mandatory sense, except where 
it is necessary to give effect to the clear 
policy and intention of the Legislature, 
and where there is nothing ih the connec- 
tion of the language or in the sense and 
policy of the provision to require an un- 
usual interpretation. Its use ismerely per- 
missive and discretignary. Ido not think, 
from the lauguage of‘ the act, that 
the Legislature intended that the pro- 


visions of the act creating the 
Park . Commissioners should supersede 
‘those of the ‘Whitney and 


even if it were true, it will be observed 
that the Whitney Act provides: ‘That 
persons convicted in the Police Court .may 
be required by ordinance ‘to labor in the 
city,’’ leaving it discretionary as to whether 
the labor should be required in the jail or 
anywhere within the limits of the city; 
while the language of the act creating the 


| Park Commissioners provides that ‘only 


risoners who have been sentenced to hard 

abor in the jails, prisons, etc., may be 
‘required to work upon the parks and 
grounds.” 

The first ordinance which I have cited re- 
quires the city prisoners to perform work 
on the-public works or ways of the city, and 
not in the jail; and asit also provides that 
rr labor shall be pertormed at such places 

Ss may be designated by the Superintend- 


pot of Streets, Iam of the opinion that the 


chain gang, as now constituted. should be 
controlled and directed by the Superintend- 
ent of Streets. 


The report was received and filed. 
FIRE COMMISSIONERS ELECTED. 

_At this point there was a slight wait, 
when Councilman Strohm moved that 
the present Board of Fire Commission- 
ers be vacated and a new board chosen. 

Councilman Rhodes moved to amend 
by proceeding with ee pron of four

.Commission, and tion as amended 
» passed. 

Nominations being in order, Council- 


‘man Strohm presented the name of 


George B. McLain; Councilman Innes 
presented J. Kuhrts; Councilman Mun- 
sen presented W. J. Brodrick; Council-. 
man Campbell presented R. E. W. Wirs- 
ching: The members voted unanimously 
for the four gentlemen named, and they 
were declared elected. 
POLICE COMMISSION. 
Councilman Munson moved that the 


election of a board of police conimis- 
.sioners be also taken up. 


. Councilman Innes said that, owing to 


the absence of Councilman Gaffey, he 
was not ready to have that matter dis- 
posed of. He moved to postpone the 
election for three weeks. 

The motion Was lost by a strict party 
vote of 5 to 3, when the election was 
proceeded with, Councilman Munson 
‘starting the Nominations by presenting 
the name of Hon. John Q. Tufts; Coun- 
‘cilman Strohm presented T. J. Weldon; 
/Councilman Rhodes presented A. J. 
/Bradish; Councilman Campbell pre- 
sented W. F. Bosbyshell; Councilman 
Nickell presented A. F. Mackey; Coun- 
cilman Pessell presented M. P. Snyder. 

The vote resulted: Tufts, 8; Weldon, 
8; Bradish, 5; Bosbyshell, 5; Mackey, 
Snyder, 8. Messrs. Tufts, Weldon, 
Bradish and Bosbyshell were declared 

elected.

FAILURES IN 1892. 


The Smallest Number for Any One Year 
Since 1887. 

The annual circular of the well-known 
firm of R. G. Dun & Co., the mercantile 
agents, has just been issued, showing 
that the failures during the year 1892 
were less in number than in any year 
since 1887. This decrease, and the 
lessened amount of indebtedness, it 
must be borne in mind, is’ all the more 
significant in view of the fact that the 
number of traders reported has greatly 
increased in the last five years, while 
the volume of business has, of course, 
enormously ‘augmented. Taking the . 
country as a whole, it will be seen from 
‘the figures that follow, that only one in 
every 113 traders has succumbed in 
1892, as against one in every 93 in 
1891,-and one in 102 in 1890. The 
average indebtedness, also, of each 
faiiure in the last year was only slightly 
over $11,000, which is the smallest 
average in fifteen years.

99, failed, their liabilities amounting 
to $12,535,162; an average of $11,- 
895. In 1891 there were 107,532 in 
business, and i187 failures, 
every 91. Liabilities, $19,388,878; 
an average of $316,334. 

In the Middle States, in 1892, there 
were 841,500. in business, and 2407 
failures, orl inevery 141. Liabilities, 
$31,509,630; an average of $13,090. 
In 1891 there were 328,021 in busi- 
ness; 8005 failures; l in every 109; 
liabilities, $67,241,719; average, 
$22,376. 7 

In the Southern States,..in 1892, 
there were 173,828 in business, and 
2583 failures, or 1 in every 67. Lia- 
bilities, $25,328,030; average, $9805. 
In 1891 there were 181,581 in busi- 
ness; 3105 failures; one in every 59. 
Liabilities, $45,510,537; average, 
$14,657. 

In the Western States, in 1892, there 
were 479,191 in business, and 8068 
failures; an average of 1 in every 156.

The factory to be erected at Anaheim 
will be of the same size and capacity as 
that at Chino, which madeinthe cam- 
paign of 1892 as many as 3874 tons of 
raw sugar, upon which the profit, in- 
cluding bounty, was little less than 
$250,000. The beets from which this 
sugar was made averaged over 15 per 


cent., which is unprecedented in the 


beet-sugar industry, the usual average 
being much lower. This conclusively.

- The capital stock of the corporation 
is $500,000 in 4000 shares of $125 
each, of which 1000 shares are treas- 
ury stock and 3000 have. been sold to 
subscribers, who, in lieu of. cash, deed 
the company one acre of sugar-beet 
land, clear of encumbrance for each 
share, and obligate themselves to raise 
and furnish to the factory one acre of 
sugar beets for each share of stock dur- 
ing five years. After the bonded in- 
debtedness of the company has 
paid off, all the land deeded to the cor- 


poration is re-deeded to the respective figures.

The company will buy beets from the 
stockholders just as if they had no in- 
terest in the enterprise. The rate paid 
will be $4 a ton for beets assaying 12 
per cent. sugar, 80 pure, and 50 cents 
per ton additional for every 1 per cent. 
of sugar above-12 percent. Beets con- 
taining less than 12 and over 10 per 
cent. will be valued at 50 cents per ton 
less than $4 for every per cent. under 
12, Beets containing less than 10 per 
cent. of sugar will not be received at 
the factory. 

Any stockholder who neglects to 
plant or properly cultivate his quantum 
of sugar beets gives the company the 
right to'cultivate and deliver beets to 
the factory forthhim, and charge him 
with the expense, deducting the amount

to him. The corporation furnishes 
stockholders with sugar-beet seed at 
actual cost; also all tools and imple- 
ments needed, at wholesale price. All 
stockholders raising beets at a distance 
of more than four miles from the fac- 
tory will receive, in addition to the 
gular price, a reasonable compensa- 
ion for freight and. carriage of the 
beets.

An anaiysis of sugar beets planted in 
May, 1892, by W. D. C. Dimmock, at 
Westminster, near Anaheim, gave the 
remarkable return of 18 percent. su- 
gar in juice and 88.92 per cent. in pu- 
rity. 

.There is room for many more enter- 
prises like that at Anaheim. The con- 
sumption of sugar inthe United States 
would keep 700 such factories busy, 
and fifty of these might easily be run in 
California alone. Of the 90,000 tons 
of sugar consumed on this coast in 1891 
not more than six thousand were! pro- 
duced by the three mills in California® 

The beet-sugar industry, under the 
coéperative plan, promises to revolu- 
tionize the farmer’s fortune in a wide 
strip of the United States, extending 
from New Jersey to the State of Wash- 
Ih no portion of that territory’ 
are the conditions so favorable as in 
Southern California. The industry has 
a negative as well as a positive value, 
for while it gives us a new and highly 
profitable crop, it also withdraws from. 
competition, in an often overcrowded 
wheat market, thousands of acres of 
land which sometimes magnly pay inter-. 
est in grain. 


The Orange Market. 

There has been no particular change 
in the citrus situation during the week. 
Buyers, generally, are holding off and 
awaiting developments. The Riverside 
organization of growers has not been 
quite completed. It is desired to pledge 
the growers against consigning fruit. 
As long as fruit is to be had on consign- 
ment, it is difficult to sell outright.

which 2,000,000 are yet to be shipped. 
The European exports are heavy. 

Until recently, Southern California 
had a market for some oranges in the 
lower. San Joaquin Valley, in Kern and 
Tulare counties. This market is now 
supplied, to a‘ great extent, from 
the Porterville region, in Tulare 
county, which took first prize 
for seedling oranges at the last 
citrus fair in Los Angeles. The 
San Francisco.and northern markets 
will, from now on, be largely supplied 
,from Butte, Placer and other counties 
of the northern citrus belt. On the 
south, Arizona will soon produce enough 


for export, so that it appears that 
/Southern California. will have to look 
for its market entirely to the East, and 
perhaps, later, in Europe. 

The Mexican orange trade is being 
developed. A Los Angeles buyer, who 
makes a specialty of shipping Mexican 
oranges, is just forwarding his last car 
to Butte, Mont. Mexican oranges are 
too early to compete. seriously wis the 
Southern California crop. 

Buyers are offering about $2 a \ box 
for best navels and $1 for seedlings net 
to the growers on the tree. In some 
cases sales of small lots have been 
made at better prices, but no contracts 
of importance are reported above these 


Why. Tea and Coffee Culture Will 
Not Pay. 

The’Rural New Yorker recently con- 
tained the following item: 

The other day the first marketable 
tea ever produced in the United States 
was exhibited in Baltimore by C. U. 
Shepard of Somerville, S. C., who 
grew, and by means of a common fruit 
evaporator, cured forty pounds this 
year on his farm. It was pronounced 
equal to the best high-grade breakfast 
tea, and superior to many grades from 
India and China. 

With reference to the possibility of 
growing tea in this country, the Globe- 
Democrat very sensibly says: 

Tea can never be successfully culti- 


}°vated in this country, from the fact that 


although many parts of the United 
States are suitable to the growth of the 
plant, and its leaves will come to per- 


China, every stage of the progress of 
picking, curing and packing must be 
performed by hand labor. In China 
five to ten cents constitutes a fair day’s 
wages, and where labor is so cheap it 
can be employed atevery stage in the 
manufacture of tea. If the Chinese 
who come over here would work for 
five of ten cents a @ay after they get 
here, as good tea could be made in 
Southern California as in China, but un- 
tillabor becomes cheuper or mechan- 
ical processes for picking and handling 
have been devised we must be content 
to let China do the world’s tea-growing.

Southern California Walnuts. 

The English walnut is rapidly grow- 
ing in favor in Southern California, 
since new varieties have been intro- 
duced, which begin to bear after a few 
years. .The crop is assuming much im- 
portance in the shipments of horticult- 
ural produce. The Rivera Walnut- 
growers’ Association, of this county, 
delivered to the buyer the past season 
seventy-one carloads, and the total 
shipments of walnuts from Rivera ag- 
gregated eighty-two carloads, for which 


the growers received the large sum of 
$106,000, 


Immense Demand for Trees. 
(Sacramento News. |] 
‘‘We have already received orders for 
over four hundred thousand fruit trees,”’ 
said C. W. Reed. ‘‘Instead of the order 
for hundreds of trees, which came dur- 
iag this season in former years, they 
are now coming in by the thousands, 
It is ‘quite astonishing, the rapidity 
with which California’s broad acres are 
being turned into orchards. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the nursery 
stock which will go upon the market 
this season is larger by almost 50 per 
cent. than ever before, there will be a 
shortage of trees. The prospects are 
that the leading varieties for large 
gone before half the 
season is over. \The popular demand 
has a wide range this year, including 
prunes, peaches, pears, apricots and 
many other varieties. This last fact is 
interpreted by hurserymen as a favor- 
able indication, as it prevents fruit- 
growers from running to one variety 
and overfilling the markets with that 
fruit. 
ence of the* orchardist has convinced 
him that there is money in almost any 
kind of fruit. The demand indicates a 


normal condition of the orcharé-busi- 


ness on the Coast, and that growers are 
looking not only to the shipping busi- 

ness, but drying and canning fruits.”’ 

Mr. Reed said that while there was not 
an unusually large demand for vineyard 
stock, the inquiry for nut-bearing trees

Fig Culture in ea 


Fig culture in California has not 
reached anything like the extent to 
which it should be éventually brought. 
That itis possible to produce in many 
parts of California a fig falling little 
short of the best Smyrna article in 
point of excellence can no longer be 
doubted, Perhapsthe backward state 
of this indnstry is to be largely ac- 
counted for by the fact that suitable 
variéties were not among the earlier 
plantings, and the proper conditions of 
growth and preparation for the market 
were not understood by our people. 
The fig 
in many respects to lemon cul- 
ture, YVher same latk of early 
knowledge of varieties and methods’ 
caused losses and discouragements 
in fig cultore, but better knowledge 


oranges for home consumption, if not |. of varieties and modes of cultivation 
and manipulation for the market has |’ 


stimulated the industry in various parts 

‘of the State. Both black and white figs 
are cultivated in this State, but the 
white varieties are now taking the lead 
in new plantings. The first carload of 
white figs went East from Fresno dur- 
ing the season of 1889, and the industry 
nas become- quite well established in 
that county, while more or less figs are 
produced in a great many other counties. 
Placer county has shown some ex- 
cellent results from fig culture; so 
also have Los Angeles and other 
southern counties. 
of 1888 amounted to about 75,000 
pounds, and to 200,000 pounds for the 
season of 1890. The crop is increas- 
ing from year to year, and a consider- 
able area of new orehards is being 
planted, the crop of 1891 reaching 
nearly 860,000 pounds. The fig 
is found to be somewhat _sensi- 
tive to climatic conditions and often 
sheds its fruit in a wholly unsatisfac- 
tory way,“ One prime cause of. the 
dropping of figs in the southern coun- 
ties has doubtless been an over supply 
of irrigating water. “In the Fresno fig 
| districts, the present season’s crop of 
figs has been greatly damaged by sour- 
ing, from unusually cool weather. The 
second crop, however, it is hoped, will 
make a better showing. 

The Smyrna fig crop runs from ten 
thousand to twenty-five thousand tons 
annually, showing considerable fluctua- 
tions from yearto year. The consump- 
tion of foreign figs in the United States 
amounted to 8,838,759 pounds for the 
year ending June 80 last, and 9,481,- 
717 pounds for the fiscal year. The 
value of fig imports for the two years 
named was $1,208,704.

Among all the Kuropean rulers the table 
of the emperor of Austria, although he 
himself is extremely temperate in eating 
and drinking, is the richest and_ besi 
served. King Humbert of Italy, however, 
might almost be called a vegetarian, as '«

tables. He drinks only Bordeaux win 
mixed with water. But the most temper 
ate of all the earth’s potentates is Pop 
Leo XIII. His breakfast, which he is a 
customed to eat after mass, consists of co!
